Rep. Roberts 
Reviews Proposed 
Safety Bills 


Rep. Emmett S, Roberts, mem- 
ber of the State Legislative 
Safety Council Committee, re- 
viewed Friday several proposed 
bills that will be introduced to 
the 1965 Legislature when it 
conyenes April 6. Roberts ex- 
plained "not all of these bills. 
will be received favorably and 
there will be changes to most 
of them that are passed.” 


The “Implied Consent and 
Chemical Test” proposed bill 
primarily states that any per- 
son operating a motor vehicle 
on the highways of the state is 
deemed to have given consent 
for alcoholic content, Roberts 
said that this bill would be one 
of the most controversial, 


A'"State Fire Marshall" pro- 
posed bill calls for the addi- 
tional law enforcement of ex- 
plosives and the markings of ex- 
plosive carriers. The Fire Mar- 
shaH is further empowered to 
investigate transportation ücci- 


dents involving  radioaactive 
materials, etc.

Washington Report 


By Senator Spessard Holland 


PROGRESS MADE WITH 
FARM LABOR PROBLEM 


It is encouraging to note that 
some slight progress has been 
made with our problem of se- 
curing sufficient numbers of 
skilled off-shore  agmigwltural 
workers when ‘they are needed 
to harvest our citrussafsuit, ve- 
getable and sugar cane crops. 

Shortly after my last news- 
letter went to press I was ad- 
vised that the Labor Depart- 
ment's Bureau of Employment 
Security had receded somewhat 
from its former adamant and 
impractical position. It agreed 
that all 3,500 off-shore citrus 
pickers now in Florida could 
work in the groves through 
March 7 (1,500 were scheduled 
for repatriation on March 1). 
From March 7 to March 21 the 
full force are to remain in the 
state, but on a furlough basis 
during the so-called lull between 
citrus crops. On March 21, 1,750 
can go back to picking fruit and 
the remainder can be used if it 
appears to be necessary at that 
time. 

Although any degree of co- 
operation from the Labor De- 
partment is welcomed, this is 
at best a stop-gap еа x 
does not constitute the satisfac- 
tory permanent solution which 
we must have to adequately pro- 
tect both growers and consum- 
ers, 

Last Tuesday I fade my

fall Names of semi-finalists 
are published in a booklet which 
is distributed to all colieges and 
to other sources of financial aid 
undergraduates, Further, 
their names and test scores are 
sent to the two colleges that 
they list as their preferred cho- 
ces at the time that they take 


the NMSQT. The order of pre- 
ference is not shown. 

Approximately 38,000 addi- 
students, selected on a na- 
tional basis, receive Letters of 
Commendation for their high 
performance the qualifying 
test. Their names and test 
scores are also sent to their first 
and second choice colleges, 

Each semifinalist will be ask- 
ed to take a second ехатіпа- 
tion. Those who repeat their 
high performance and meet cer- 
tain other requirements will 
become finalists in the competi- 
tion. Winners on Merit Scho-| 
rships will be selected from 
the finalists group on the basis 
of school records and recom- 
mendations, test scores, extra- 
curricular activities, leadership. 
accomplishments 
outside the classroom. Each fin- 
alist is awarded a Certificate’ 
of Merit attesting to his out- 
standing performance. 

All finalists are considered 
eligible for Merit Scholarships 
financed by NMSC and spon- 
з. The National Merit Scho- 
hips provided by NMSC are 
arded on a basis of state re- 
presentation and without special 
dividual criteria of any kind. 
Many sponsored Merit Scholar-| 
ships include additional criteria 
such as the finalists’s relation- 
ship to an employee of the spon- 
soring organization, his resi 
ence in a certain area, his col- 
lege preference, or his career 
intention. 

The Scholarship stipends are 
ased on financial need. The 
minimum award is $100 and 
the maximum is $1500. The 
average stipend awarded to 
freshman Merit Scholars in 1964 
was $757 annually, or about 
$3000 for the four years of col- 
upplementary grants are 
made to the colleges 
holars attend.
